The hand, or finger, or pawl, which revolves the cylinder, has two points, one above the 
other. ‘The upper engages the ratchet of the cylinder when the revolution begins. But before 
the necessary sixth of a revolution could be made, as the pawl moves in a plane, and the ratchet 
tooth in the arc of a circle whose plane is perpendicular to the pawl's plane of motion, the pawl 
would lose its hold on the tooth, and the revolution of the cylinder would stop. То prevent 
this, the second point is added, and just as the first point will disengage from the ratchet, the 
second or lower point engages another tooth of {һе ratchet and completes the revolution. By 
this arrangement the pawl actuates a larger ratchet than it could otherwise, and therefore 
exerts more force upon the cylinder, by acting upon a longer lever-arm. This permits a 
smaller sized cylinder for the same diameter of ratchet. 


The cylinder has a bushing, which projects in front of it, and ges three surfaces upon 
г which the cylinder revolves, thus diminishing the chance of sticking from dirt or rust, and also 
giving a very small axis upon which to revolve, decreasing the moment of friction. 


When the ejector is used it springs back to its place and is ready for use again, avoiding 
the necessity of putting it back. 


ТО TAKE APART THE PisTOL.—Half-cock the pistol, loosen the catch-screw which holds 
the centre-pin, draw out the centre-pin, open the gate, and the cylinder can then be withdrawn. 


To remove the ejector, turn out the ejector tube screw, then push the front end away from 
the barrel and pull it towards the muzzle. The barrel can then be unscrewd.

The stock can be removed by turning out the two screws just behind the hammer, and that 
at the bottom of the strap. All the parts of the lock are then displayed, and can be readily 
separated. 

The cylinder bushing should be pushed out for cleaning. 


To remove the gate, turn out a screw in the lower side of the frame, (hidden by the trigger 
guard, ) then the gate-epring and catch can be withdrawn, and the gate can be pushed out. 
The best sperm oil should be used for oiling the parta. 

To LOAD THE PisToL.—lst motion: holding the pistol in the left hand, muzzle down- 
wards, half-cock it with the right hand and open the gate. 2d motion: iusert the cartridges in 
succession, with the right hand, close the gate cock and fire it, (taking it in the right hand,) or 
bring the hammer to the safety notch as may be desired. ` 

To EJECT THE CARTRIDGE SHELLS.—Ist motion: holding the pistol in the left hand, half- 
cock with the right hand and open the gate. 2d motion: eject the shells in succession with the 
ejector pushed by the right hand, moving the cylinder with the thumb and fore-finger of the 
left hand. When the shells have been ejected, the pistol is ready for the 2d motion of loading. 


N. B.—There are three notches in the hammer of this pistol. The first is the safety-notch, the 
second is the half-cock notch, and the third is the cock-notch. The pistol cannot be fired when the 
hammer rests in the safety-notch or half-cock notch, and can be fired by pulling the trigger when the 
hammer rests in the cock-notch. The pistol should be carried habitually with the hammer resting in 
the safety-notch.

This Rifle differs from the LIGHTNING RIFLES of larger calibres in several important features, which make it particularly convenient for the use of long or short .22 calibre cartridges 
promiscuously in the magazine. 

The carrier 7 slides vertically as shown in the sectional eut, and is slightly raised by a cam on the slide A, when the handle and breech-bolt G are drawn to the rear in opening the breech. 
By this means the column of cartridges in the magazine is held in the magazine after a cartridge has entered the carrier chamber, abd no magazine gate is required. 

Another feature peculiar to this rifle is the downward projection from the forward end of the breech-bolt G, shown in the unshaded portion of the bolt below the letter G. The effect of 
this device is, that when the breech-bolt is drawn back from its forward position, the rearmost cartridge follows the bolt, resting against this projection, and only moving as the bolt moves. 
The jump of the cartridge through its entire length is thus prevented, and the danger of premature explosion which exists in other magazine guns using rim fire cartridges, due to the shock 
from this jump, is entirely avoided. The spring Ё also serves to lock the slide A in its forward position when the magazine block e has been pushed out to the right for loading the magazine, 
and when the block has been returned to its place, the slide is unlocked. 

The action of the various parts of this rifle is the same as that of the similar parts in the other Lightning Magazine Arms. The act of moving the handle A to the rear, lifts the brace B, 
slightly raises the carrier to close the magazine, unlocks and moves to the rear the breech bolt 6, cocks the hammer Н, ejects the empty shell, raises the carrier lever Z, and the carrier 1, pre- 
senting a loaded cartridge in rear of and in line with the chamber. The forward motion of the handle A pushes the bolt @ forward, moves the cartridge into the chamber, locks the breech-bolt 
by the brace B, lowers the carrier and opens the magazine for the passage of another cartridge into the carrier. The rifle is then ready for firing. 

The automatic locking and unlocking of the hammer and the handle is new in this model, and is so important that it has been applied to the other Lightning models, viz.: .44, .38, ani 32. 


The processes for assembling and taking apart the .22 calibre model are the same as those of the other models, except that in assembling the .22 calibre rifle, the front ends of the cartier 
lever L, must be made to enter their seats in the carrier J.
